Forcible Entry into, or holding, or —_— 
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other poſſeſſions ( or of any Benefices or offices 
of the Church ) contrary to theſe Sratures, by 
the partie grieved without any examining, 
queſtioning, or ftanding vpon the right or Title 
of either party , may and ought in convenient 
time ( at the coſt of the party grieved ) to do 
execution of the Statutes aforeſaid ; And as to 
the Juſtices duty & power in relation to the aid 
he may require, removing the force impriſon- 
ment of the parties, and making record of the 
force , theſe things are to he known. 1. He 
ought ro goto the place where ſuch force ſhalbe 
view it, 2. He may command and take with 
him ſafficient power of the County or Town by 
his diſcretion , and the Sheriffe alſo.if need be, 
to aid him, for the better execution of his bufj- 
neſſe,as well for the arreſting of ſuch offenders, 
as alſo for removing cf the Force, $ for the con- 
veying of them to the next Gaole. And as to 
this,theſe things muſt be known. 1 If he require 
any mankind, be they Dukes, Earls, Barons, 
Lords,or men of lower degree,apprentices fer. 
vants, and others, that are not about the appre- 
hending of Felons, or ſome other publike fer- 
vice. Bur women and children under fourteen 
years old , Aliens that are no Denizens , men 
that are not compos mentis, and priſoners are not 
bound. 2. Theſe he may require by word of 
mouth without a Warrant in writing. Bnt ſo 
can none qQther officer. 3 He may arreſt or 
impriſon and fine ſuch as refuſe to aid him. 
3. He ovght to arreft and remove all ſuch of- 
fenders,as at his coming he ſhall ſee or find con- 
tinuing the Force,. and may take away the'r 
E 3 Wea- 
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Record, 
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Weapons, Harnefſe, and Armour,and preſently 
cauſe them to be preiſed,, and aſter to be an- 
ſwered to the Common: wealth as forfeited, or 
the value thereof. And if the doors be ſhut, 
and they within the houſe ſhall deny the Juſtice 
to enter, it ſeemeth he may break open the 
Houſe to remoye the Force, Bur if ſuch of- 
fenders being in the houſe at the coming of the 
Juſtice, ſhall make no reſiſtance, nor make ſhew 
of any force 3 then the Juſtice cannor arreſt or 
remove them,except upon the enquiry a Force 
be found. And if the houſe or land which is 
holden with force, ſhall extend into two 
Counries, and the offenders move their force 
into that part of the houſe or land, which is in 
the other County, when the Juſtice doth come, 
it is ſaid by ſome he. cannot then remove the 
force, but others hold the contrarie. 4 He 
ought to make a Record of ſuch Force by him 
viewed: Wherein are theſe things to be known. 
1, If _ Yes come to remove the Force, 
and the offenders eſcape before they can be ar- 
reſted, yet the Juſtice muſt record the forcible 
detainer. 2: If tbe Juſtice be put out of Com- 
miffion, or made Sheriffe before he come to 
the place,he cannot then record it. 3. If che 
Touſtice Record a force and ſend to priſon where 
na force is, the partie is remedilefſe. 4 If are- 
ſcue be made of the priſoners committed by 
thers,they may Record this alſo.

confeſſed the Force before him, and ( rouch- 

ing the reſtraining of the traverſe ) more effe- 

&uall, then if the Force had been found by a 

Jury upon the evidence of others. Bur the 

Force moſt be in the preſence or view of the 

Juſtice' of the Peace, or elſe he can. neither re- 

cord if, nor-yet commit the offenders : for upon | 
force found by enquiry onely. ( although this Enqui: ,: - 
preſentment of the Jury be a conviction of: the 

oftenders,. it is thought the Juſtice of Peace, 

can neirher fine nor ſend ro Gaol. But trow- 

ever he is to remove the offenders that be pre- 

ſent, that ſo he may reſtore the other, and may 

bind the offenders to the good behaviour. And 

if they be gone, yet he may make his Warrant 

to take them, and ſend them to Gaol unrill they 

have found ſareties for their good behaviour. 

But for the farther opening of this, theſe things 

muſt be kaown, 1. The Juſtice of Peace may 


own caſe:' And yet if he come there, and they 
55 E 4 make 
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make an afſault upon his perſon , he may ſend 
them to Gaol for this offence. 2. If one enter 
into a houſe vpon another with force, and when 
the Juſtice comes both fides are fighting for the 


poſſeſſion , the Juſtice may remove the force, 


but cannot give poſſeſsion te the owner of the 
houſe. 3. If he that hath entred forcibly hath 
driven the owner to one end or part of the houſe 
onely, the Juſtice may remove and eommir 
them that have ſo entred. 4 If there be men 
in arms in another houſe ,near, though in ano- 
ther County, to beas them thar take poſſeſſion 
of the honſe in this County ; in this caſe it 1s 
ſaid the Juſtices may remove them. 4 It the 
Joftices come there by Accident where the 
force is newly done, they cannot arreſt or im- 
priſon, unlefſe there be a forcible detainer in 
the view. 5$. If the offenders before Arreſt, 
eſcape for that time before the arreſt, and af- 
ter the ſame day the Juſtices meet them in ano- 
ther place, in this caſe they cannot commit 
them te priſon 6. If the Juſtices coming to 


the place meet ſome of the offenders by the 


way in harnefſe, or ſee ſome going thither in 
harnefſe, to keep the place 3 they cannot up- 
on this commit them to priſon. 7. If when 
the Juſtices of Peace come, the offenders el. 
cape into another County ; the Juſtices of 
Peace cannot arreſt them there , albeit it be 
upon freſh ſuite. And yet it is ſaid by ſeme, 
that if in this-caſe before arreſt of the parties 
they flie, ſo that the Juftices may arreſt them, 
hor not commit them to priſon. But I doubt 
ic, Andyet if both houſes be in one County, 
jt is out of queſtion. So if they get eh 
Caille 
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Eaſtle in the ſame County, the Juſtices may Cha.15. 


opon freſh ſuit arreft them and commit them. 

6. Allthisis to be done there only where the 

party grieved ( in the ſenſe of the Statute ) 
which 1s the party that is to have reſtitution, 
doth complain, tender the coſts, and not where 
any man doth complain. And for the opening 
hereof rake theſe caſes. If a man have a Rent 
ifluing out of the Land of another, which Land 
is detained with force when he would diftrains 
he that isſo diſturbed is not a partie grievedzto 
be relieved by the Statute. And if a man be 
ſciſed of Land to which Common is appendant 
is difſeiſed of the Commen, and then aliens 
the Land to his ſon and dieth, after which the 
Land our of which this Common is iſſuing is de- 
tained with ſorce; in this caſe the ſon is nor 
a partie grieved by this Stature. So if after 
the fathers death, a ſtranger doth enter by 


- abatement into the Land, and holdeth by 


force, the ſon is not a partie grieved within the 
Statute, So if a man be ſeiſed: of Land , of 
which ſach a forcible entry is made and dieth, 
and dieth before he complain, in this caſe his 
fon and heir cannot complain for this entric: &0 
if a man deviſe his Land by will and dierh, and 
before any entrie made by the deviſe , a foree 
is made,the deviſee is not a partie grieved, But 
if a man make a leaſe for five yeers on condition 
that if within the firſt cwo yeers the lefſee pay 
to him ten pound, he ſhall have the Fee, and 
Livery is made accordingly 3 in this cafe if any 
ſuch entrie be within the five yeers, the leſſee is 
a partie grieved» albeit the Condition be nor 
performed. So if a man be poſſeſſed of a Tene- 
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and dieth, 7 $ being alſo dead, leaving iſſue a 
danghcer, his wife with child of another daugh- 
cer 3 the firft enters , and then the other is 
born, then ſuch force is committed; in this 
caſe both the daughtersare parties grieved. So 
if one enter by difſeifin' to the uſe of another, 
who doth after' agree to it, and then a forcible 
entry is made; in this caſe neither the one nor 
the other is a party grieved So if one enter 
by difſeifin to the uſe of an Infant; who doth 
agree to 'it, and\then ſuch a forcible entry is 
made; in this caſe: the Infant is not a party 
rty to whom 
Reſtitution ſhall be made, he ſhall be account- 
ed a party grieved, within the meaning of this 
Statate. And for this ſee afterwards. 

7 The ſame Juſtices of Peace, or ſome of them 
that ſhall ſee the Force ( as having beſt know- 
ledge of the matter, and of the quantity of the 
offencegand having the cuſtody of this Record) 
are the proper Jadges over this offence, and 
therefore may  afſcfſe the Fine upon every 
ſach offender; Bur the Fine muft be impoſed 

upon every offender feverally, and not upon 
them joyatly.'And the Juftice oughtto eftreat 
the ſame fine, and to ſend the Eſtreat into the 
Exchequer :* and that from thence the Sheriffe 
may be commanded to levy the ſaid Fine to 
the Common. wealchs uſe. But upon the ſame 
fine ſo affeſſed and eftreated, it ſeemerh the Ju- 
ftice js to deliver the offender. 'Alſo apon pay - 
ment of the ſaid fine to the Juſtice, or upon 

fureties bound by recognizance for the pay- 
ment thereof, the Juſtice may deliver. the 
| | offenders 
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offenders again out of priſon at his pleaſure, 
by ſome opinions. Bur quere , for that the 
Sheriffe is accomptant for all fines Or the 
Juftice of Peace ( by ſome opinions ) may re- 
cord ſuch force, and commit the offenders, 
and after certifie the Record to the Juſtices 
of Aſſize and Gaol-delivery, or elſe ro the 
Generall Seffions of rhe peace, and there the 
offenders may be fined. For the Statute doth 
not ſay, that the Fine ſhall be affefſed by them 
that Record the Force; bur rather the Juſti- 
ces of Peace may certifie or deliver the Re- 
cord by them made, and referre the, Fine and 
further proceedings ..thereiny, to the upper 
' Bench, which is thought ro be the ſafeſt courſe. 
8 Alſo the Juſtice of Peace, notwithſtanding 
his own view of the force, may and oughtin 
ſome good Town, or place near where the force 
was, to enquire by a ſufficient Jury of the ſame 
County, to be returned by the Sheriffe, as well 
of thoſe which made ſuch forcible Entry, as of 
thoſe which made ſuch torcible detainer, where- 
in theſe things muſt be obſerved. 1 That one 
Juſtice of 'Peace alone our of the Seſſions, may 
make an Inquiry 3 whereas otherwiſe to hold a 
Seffions, there muſt be two at the leaft; and ane 
of them muſt.be of the Quorum 2 This In- 
quiry way be ſo made within a moneth after the 
time, 3 It. may be made whether the offen- 
ders, be preſent or gone. at the coming of the 
Juſtice of Peace. 4 This Inquiry way bee 
made, albeit the Juſtice of Peace go out to ſee 
the place where the force is , and upon his 
view, make a Record : Bur he muſt take care 
the Records do not differ, for if the Enqueſt 
tinde 
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finde eontrary to the Juſtices Record, the aft 
Record is void. 5s One Juſtice may make the 
view, and another |nſtice may make the En- 
quiry. 6 Ifſeverall enquiries be made by ſe 
verall Jaſtices upon the force, every one of 
them is a good enquiry. 9 If the Record of 
Inquifition ſay, the ſury was ſworn, and indeed 
It was not ſworn 5 yet it is a good enquiry. 
$ lf the Jury be under12, or any of them 
have been Atraint of a falſe oath, or ina De- 
cies tannin, or are Ambodexters, the Jury is not 
good unleffe there be 12 of the Jury beſides 
thoſe men. 9 This Inquiry muſt be made by 


warrant to men of good eftares. And there'ore the Ju- 


the Sheriff: 


tice of Peace is to ſend his Warrant to the 
Sheriffe, ro command him in the behalf of the 
Keepers of the Liberty, to cauſe ro come be- 
fore him four and twenty ſufficient and indifte- 
rent perſonsz near about the 'place where the 
force is ſuppoſed to be; and every of them fo 
returned,muſt have fourty ſhillings by the yeer 
ar leaft, in Lands, and Tenementss® And the 
Sheriffe is'to return Iſſues npon every man ſo 
fammoned, the firft day rwenty ſhillings, the 
ſecond day fourty ſhillings, and the third day 
fifry ſhillings , and at every day after double. 
And vpon default of appearance of rhe Jurors, 
*he Juſtice may grant an Alias, and afrer thar, 
Plurtes infinite till they come. And if any She- 
riffe, or Bailifle of Franchiſe, thar hath the re- 
torn of ſach Writ, ſhall be negligent, he ſhall 


forfeit twenty pound. But if ſuch Jurors have

Ives upon the  Inquirers, then the Statute 
doth appoint, yet the party IndiRed, ſhall not 
impeach the inquiry thereof; but rheſe defaults 
in the Sheriffe, for not returning ſufficient men, 
niay be puniſhed by the Juſtices of Peace, who 
may hear and determine. theſe offences by

'  $ Iris cenvenient upon ſuch Inquiry, that the 
evidence be given openly to the Jury, to the 
intent it may appear to the Juſtice of Peace, 
or Court, whether there be reaſonable cauſe to 


ſtay Reſtitution, or nor, after the Inditment Reſliturion, 


found. 9 Tf upon ſuch Inquiry, ſuch forcible 
Entry, or ſuch fercible — or Detainer, 
ſhall bee found by the oathes of the Inquirers, 
then the ſaid Juſtice of Peace ſhall reſeiſe the 
Lands or Tenements ſo entred upon, or hol- 
den, and thereof put the party in poſſeſſion 
again, which in ſuch ſort was pur, or holden our. 
As touching which point, theſe things are to 
bee known- Tx Any one or more Juſtices of 
Peace, before whom the force is found, and 
not any other Juftice of Peace in, or out of Seſ- 
fions, Juſtices of Oyer or Termimer, or Gaol- 
delivery, may in perſon pur the party put, or 
kepr our, in poſſeſſion again 3 or may award his 
or their precept, under his or their own Tefte, 
to the Sheriffe ro do it, And if the Juſtice be- 
fore whom it is taken be dead; or otherwiſe, 
the Record being before the. Juftices at theic 
Sefsions, they may award execution by Writ, 
bur not without a Writ, as the Juſtice of peace 
himſelfe that took the Tnquifition nay do. 
Alſo the Juſtices of the upper Bench, vpon a 
Certificate 
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Certificate by the Juſtices of peace of the Force 
found before them, or upon removall of the 
Indi&tment by Certiorari, may by Warrant to 
the Sheriffe, not in perſon, award Reſticution. 
And to do this, the Juſtice or Sherifte may 
break open any houſe, and take poſſe Comitatus;z 
and if the Sheriffe return, he cannor do it for 
reſiſtance, he will be amerced. 2 The reſftitu- 


tion muft be made to him that is pur out,nor ro ' 


his Heirs, Executor , or any other after his 
death, bur the parties in this eaſe may he fined 
and impriſoned. Cook. 3. part. of his Inftit. fol. 
242, 243, 3 No reſtitution ſhall be made, 
bur where the forcible Entry,or detainer is firſt 
found by Inquiſition, and that upon ſufficient 
Indi&ment alſo. For if the Indiftment or In- 
quiſition be. quaſhed for inſufficiency, no re- 
ſttrution can be had upon it. For this canſe 
the Inditmenr muſt exprefſe, 1 A putting 
out Expulerumt. 2 The quality of the thing 
entred into, as Meſſuage; Cottage, (Fc. There- 
fore they centred the Tenement, is void for in- 
certainty. 3 A keeping our, it muſt ſay, Yet 
they keep out. 4 It muſt be with ſtrong 
hand, or with multitude, except it be implied 
by reciting the 8 of H. 6. :nd conclude againſt 
the form of the Statute aforeſaid, or by ſome 
other ſuch words.: And if one be reſtored on 
an inſufficient  indi&ment, and it be removed 
into the upper Bench, the Courc will canſe the 
party to be reſtored. And if npon an inſaffi- 
cient Indiqmenr, the Juſtices grant reftitution, 
before it-be done; the ſame Juſtices,nor others, 
may grant a Sxperſedeas to ſtay it. 4, _ Reſti- 
wiion = onely where a man is put or held w_

like. 5 The Juſtice may wake reftitution 
notwithſtanding any offer of Traverſe. Yetin 
this caſe the ſafeſt way is to ſend the Indi&-

bur they do nothing. A Rout is when they go } 
forward (after they are thus met) in a turbulent 
way to cfte&, bur do nor finiſh ic. A Rioris 
when they do not only begin, and go on, but 
finiſh their work. So that in theſe offences 
there muſt be theſe things concurrent. 1. There 
muſt be three or more perſons in the work, and 
this may be made up of women and children of 
any diſcretion. Bur this offence may be com- 
mitted,though ſome of the company ftand by 
and do nothing ; for if they ſtand by and coun- 
renance it, itis as bad as if they did it. But if 
they come by chance and intend nething 3 con- 
tra. 2. Their Aﬀembly that they go with, or 
their intent muſt be evil, to do fume hurt to 
men, or that which is theirs ( which in ſome

If one ride or go abroad with his ſervants 
armed and in harnefle, and do no more, this 1s 
an unlawfull affembly, if nora Riot. Burif he 
intending a Riot by an entry imo land, or rhe 
like, go with his ordinary ſervants, who know 
nothing, and they do enter, this is not a Riot 
In the ſervants, if ic be any in the Maſter. To 
go ina privy coat of mail is not this offence. 

And albeit one be threatned, and in danger 
of his life, and to defend himſelf he gathers a 
force,and they ride abour armed ; this is a Riot. 
Yet if they did abide in his houſe, happily it 
may: be juſtified.
